The  Ki-Hi  was  established  by  a 10-B  English  class  as  a result  of  inter- 
est aroused  in  a brief  study  of  journalism,  in  the  fall  of  1931.  The  first 
issue  was  a mimeographed  paper  bearing  the  date  September  25,  and  the 
name  G.  H.  S.  Neivs.  The  present  name  was  selected  by  the  class  from  a 
number  submitted  in  a student  contest — an  abbreviation  of  “Kinston 
High.”  After  the  first  issue  the  paper  appeared  in  its  present  form,  a 
four-page,  five-column  monthly.  Paul  LaRoque  was  the  first  editor. 

In  the  seven  years  of  its  existence  The  Ki-Hi  has  been  wholly  self- 
supporting,  the  expense  of  publication  being  met  by  subscriptions  and  by 
advertising  solicited  by  the  business  staff  from  Kinston  business  men  and 
women. 

The  Ki-Hi  is  a member  of  the  National  Scholastic  Press  Association, 
from  which  it  receives  criticism  annually  upon  submission  of  copies  of  the 
paper. 

A chapter  of  Quill  and  Scroll,  national  honorary  journalistic  society, 
has  also  been  organized. 

The  purpose  of  the  Ki-Hi  is  to  record  school  life,  encourage  student 
activities  and  individual  accomplishment,  interpret  the  school  to  the  com- 
munity, and  give  students  opportunity  for  self-expression  through  the 
medium  of  news  and  editorial  writing.
